After consultation with Henry Dew. 
ey, of the geological survey, and the 
authorities at the British museum, it 
was ascertained that the relics were 


remains of the head of a hippopotan.-; 


us and two pieces of an ivory tusk, 
probably that of a mammoth, 

There are several considerable 
fragments of the head of the hippo- 
potamus, ineluding portions of the 
jaw with teeth In position, the arti- 
culation of the jawbones, two of 
the larger teeth and one of the verte 
brae, and there are also a number of 
small parts of bone which so far it 
has not been possible to identify. 

In view of the scientific interest at- 
tached to the discovery the commit- 
tee is advising that the remains be 
placed in the Horniman Museum,

Paris.—An amazing story is related 
in a Geneva dispatch to the Excelsior, 
which has to do with the Russ‘an Bar- 
on Ygor Tilinsky, now at Zurich, Th 
baron declares that he holds a claim 
on the Japanese government for $70,- 
000,000. According to him, three 
Russian staff officers of revolutionary 
tendencies>sold the plans of the Pa- 
cific fortresses, including Port Arthur, 
to the Japanese, at the outbreak of 
the Japo-Russian war. For political 
reasons they desired the defeat of 
Russia. : 

They received in payment three 
cheques amounting to little more taan 
$23,000,000 each, payable ut Tokio. 
March 22, 1915. ‘The officers fur.her 
contracted to remain in the services 
of Japan until the cheques were pa‘d. 

Baron Tilinsky and a_ partner 
named Swetky went to Zurich in 1911 
and endeavored to raise money on the 
cheques through a local financier. Ne- 
gotiations were opened w.th banks ip 
London, Amsterdam and Dresden, but 
they refused to make any advances | 
without seeing the original contract. 

In the meantime, according to the 
story, the Japanese embassy learned 
of the affair and reported it to Tok’o. 
The consul of Zurich was instructed 
fo investigate. The Russian govern- 
ment also took up the matter and sent 
the Russian military attache at Berne 
to Zurich to mgke inauiries.

HAUNTS OF CRIMINALS 


EACH VARIETY OF VICE HAS ITS 
CENTRE IN LONDON. 


The Blackmailers Confine Their Ac: 
tivities to the West End, the 
Boarding-House Crook Works In 

» Bloomsbury and Hampstead, While 
Watch-snatchers Operate In Somers 
Town—"Snuffers” of Thames-side. 


London is a city where crime has 
its peculiar centrea, 

For instance, blackmailers conduct 
their opefations from the West End. 
nea seldom find them in the East 
end. 

The man who preys on boarding- 
house keepers by means of a fictitious 
title,.a spoof foreign decoration, or a 
worthless check, operates in Blooms- 
bury and Hampstead. 

In Somers Town you will find the 
“buzzer,’’ or watch-snatcher, in Hox- 
ton the “smasher,” or maker of false 


coin, in Shadwell, by the Thames 
side, the ‘‘snuffer’’ gangs who rob 
drunken sailors. 

The neighborhood of the. Euston 
road is the haunt of men who steal 
luggage from the tops of four-wheel- 
ers, and who reap rich harveste. 

Many criminals, of course, are com- 
pelled by circumstances to operate 
from various points of the metro- 
| 7 titan compass. The pillar-box thief 
engaged to-day perhaps in Tooting 
may visit West Ham to-morrow; the 
case of the area sneak is a like one. 
And the forger, 
pickpocket, and the card-sharper are 
people whom no particular quarter 


can claim as its own. 
Humble crime has its humble 
haunts. Take a stroll through the 


East End any night; observe the 
large number of small shops where 
sweets, and hot drinks, and ice cream), 
and other things which appeal to the 
juvenile palate east of Aldgate pump 
are sokl, These shops are well light- 
ed, and there is a certain air of at- 
tractiveness about them. ‘In almost 
all you will find gangs of youths, 
ranging in age from 14 to 18 years. 

Some of these establishments are 
perfectly proper and well conducted. 
Others are nurseries of crime. 

hie happens? One night, a van 

errand boy comes in flush of 
pot na be is, as his companions say, 
quite ‘‘swanky.’’ At last he tells the 
secret of it. By some trick, as likely 
as not, the familiar bird- lime trick, he 
has stolen a few shillings from the till 
of a shop kept by an old woman. He, 
excites envy and admiration, His 
confidants want to go and do likewise.
